“WASHINGTON LETTER. | 


The Forty eighth Congress—Its Po-| 
Vitieal Bearings. 


Brightened Republican Prospocts—The Prest- 
dent’s Service to the Party—The Speak- 

at the ete, 


[CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TTMES.] 


-Wasuriseton, D. C., Nov. 25.—The 
session of Congress immediately pre- 
ceding a Presidential election is main- 
ly a political session, its measures 
having more direct reference to par- 
tisan results than the public weal. 

When Congress met last December, 
the Republicans were downcast. A 
cyclone of unprecedented violence had 
swept away most of their hopes, and 
many members realized that the places 
that had known ther should soon 
know them no more forever. “ew 
were courageous or optimist enough | 
to believe that they would gather at 
the opening of the 48th Congress with 
a confident hope of a new lease of po- 
litical power. It looked as if the days 
of the “grand old party” were num- 
bered, and that it had been weighed 
in the balance and found wanting. 

The recent elections in the pivotal 
States show that the American people 
are unwilling to trust the Democratic 
party with the reins of power; that 
they value that party only as a whip 
with which to scourge the Republican 
party into submission to their will. 
And it can be said of that party that 
nove so well as it knows how to profit 


by chastisement. 
Largely to President Arthur is due 
the credit of the present hopeful con- 
dition of affairs. Some say he is not 
a statesman, but certainly he is a con- 
summaute politician, quick to. see what 
his masters—the people—desire. His 
message of last December was all that 
the most advanced Republicans could 
ask for. He frankly declared, without 
any hypocritica, dcclarations of having 
always been in favor of such reforms, 
that the people had clearly demanded 
civil service reform, revision of the 
tariff, and reduction in the.burdens of 


to comply with these demands. From 
that hour the Republicans took re- 
newed heart and hope. Bosses and 
‘machine politicians, inwardly despising 
the new order, were suddenly trans- 
formed into the most active advocates 
of civil service reform. Statesmen of 
both parties vied with each other in 
the honor of initiating reform meas- 
ures. No matter what their individual 
views, the people had been heard from, 
und prompt obedience was the answer. 
With both branches of Congress and 
the Executive Republican, no matter 
who proposed the measures, the Re- 
publicans secured the honor. of their 
adoption. 

Some of these measures were merely 
tentative, and the Civil Service Act 
was Hamlet with Hamlet omitted, for 
while it made the entrance of a few 
thousand petty clerks into office more 
difticult, it gave them no security of 
tenure, but left them to be discharged 
when any man of influence rose again: t 
them, and it did nothing to prevent 
the Government officials, ‘scattered 
throughout the States, from doing the 
political behests of their patrons. 
This failure must lie at the door of the 
Democracy, for they announced that 
no Civil Service Act should pass that 
would prevent them turniog out the 
present incumbents in 1885, when 
they would certainly come into power. 
The people, not knowing what they 
wanted, were satisfied with this sop 


their coutidence to the Republicaus. 
The coming Congress will be nota- 

ble for its absence of leaders in both 

branches. More than half of the 


new men, and as such must needs show 
their usefulness by crowding the 
calendar with bills that must 
necessarily die still-born, There is 
nothing so active, so irrepressible, as 
a new, unfledged member of Congress.

The 
dogma:ic, yet genial Thurman, has 
been relegated to private life, and 
death has discharged the imperious, 
domineering, often unwise, yet always 
the born leader, Ben Hill, and none 
have arisen to grasp their fallen scep- 
tres. The Republicans are in no better 
condition. In fact, since Morten, the 
wblest and most forceful man of his 
time, they had no acknowledged 
leader. He could not only debate, but 
he could erganize. His massive and 
varied powers were so fully ackrtowl- 
edged that his associates felt 20 
miliation in following his standard: 
He had the great qualification of a 
political leader, for while all recog- 
nized his ambition for the Presidency, 
it was patent to all that his party was 
supreme in his mind, and to that party 
| he was willing to sacrifice even his 
ambition. Like Blaine, and unlike 
Conkling, no disappointment ever de- 
prived his party of his best efforts, 
though fully conscious that his su- 
perior abilities and services should 
have secured to him the laurel. 

While in the Senate, neither Biaine 
nor Conkling were regarded as leaders. 
Their abilities were conceded, but 
there was an indefinable impression 
that they were more solicitous for 
their own than their party’s success. 
Edmunds, styled * the attorney of the 
Republican party,” and certainly no 
attorney had ever a nobler client, and 
no client an abler, more unselfish at- 
torney, shrinks from leadership,though 
often compelled to assume it. As

Poultry Yard Errors. 8 | 


Many errors are liable to occur |* 
with beginners at poultry raising, 
tor even the veterans are not free 
from mistakes at times. In se- 
lecting the breed a large majority 
pay greater regard to color and 
shape than to more desirable 
qualities. It is well to know that 
the characteristics of the breeds 
should be understood if no mis- 
takes are to occur. But, after a 
breeder has ‘become _ perfectly 
familiar with all that pertains to 
his choice of fowls, the common 
routine of poultry yard next re- 
quires attention. The times of 
feeding should be regular, cer- 
tain hours being fixed upon for 
that purpose, but there are very 
few who systematically feed their 
fowls. Water should be kept in 
the presence of poultry at all 
times, and it should not only be 
clean and pure, but’ fresh; and 

et this important matter is over- 
looked by many. Warmth in 
winter is very essential to laying, 
being as important as a full sup- 
ply of feed; but every fowl-house 
is not warm and comfortable. 
The prevention of dampness in 
the house avoids roup, which is 
a terrible scourge in a flock; but 
the small leaks here and there 
are not regarded as dangerous 
matters by the average breeders, 
Even the height of the roosts and 
construction of the nests have 
more or less -tendency to affect 
the profits from poultry than 
many may suppose, for high 
roosts cause deformed feet, and 
poor nests will not be occupied 
by the hens if they can get better 
places in which to lay. These 
things are seemingly small mat- 
ters, which are usually overlooked 
but they are important to suc- 
cess. Why poultry should be 
expected to prove profitable with- 
out care more than other stock is 
what we do not understand, and 
the fact that a profit is - often 
derived from a flock that has 
been overlooked is strong proof 
that poultry raising can be made 
to pay well when conducted by 
thoughtful, attentive persons. It 
is the small matters that should 
receive the most careful attention, 
as the observance of method and 
system is sure to prove beneficial 
at all times.

NOBLE BARON. 
A Millionaire Who Pegs Shoes 


Philadelphia Press, November 8.} 


Penitentiary, who scratinizes the 
mail of prisoners in that institu- 


ing telegram: 
New York, Noy. 3, 1883. 
_ Baron Robert Herman, Albany 
Penitentiary: Received cable- 
m informing us that you have 
allen heir to the estates of Baron 
Bernestein, valued at $2,000,000. 
Particulars when sentence ex- 
pires. 

The prisoner for whom the dis- 
patch was intended was busy at 
the time pegging shoes. He is 
aged 88 years, is short and stout, 
has light hair, blue eyes and a 
pleasant face and isa German. 
His portrait adrons the rogues’ 
gallery at police headquarters 
and he is wanted in various places 
in the country where he has suc- 
cessfully worked off forged checks 
for large amounts. | 

Herman was convicted in this 
city for altering worthless checks 
in September, 1882, and sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary for two 
years. He was imprisoned under 
the name of Herman, which he 
to-day states he assumed in order 
to shield his family, who are 
Wealthy and influential Germans. 
The Baron Bernestein, to whose 
title and estates he has succeeded, 
was his uncle, and the prisoner 
has a wife and children at Frank- 
fort-on-the-Main, the location of 
the estate, and on which he was 
born. His career, as revealed by 
himself to-day, 1s romantic al- 
most beyond belief. : 

He graduated from the Heidel- 
berg University at the age of 24 
as a surgeor, in which profession 
he gained a fair reputgtion.

At the 
close of the Rebellion he was 
attached to the staff of the 
Bellevue Hospital, New York, 
for some years. The field of 
honor and profit was opened to 
him, but gambling ruined him. 
He says he never drank a glass 
of liquor in his life, nor used 
tobacco. | | 
Some years ago he fell heir to 
$65,090. He proceeded to Ger- 
many and secured his legacy, and, 
returning to this country, lost 
every penny in a few months at 
faro. He is a linguist, speaking. 
seven languages with great fluen- 
cy. In his better intervals, be- 
sides the occupation above men- 
tioned, he has been a New York 
Herald correspondent from China, 
a Court interpreter in San Fran- 
cisco and a successful politician 
in Chicago, where he served a 
term as Coroner. 

Owing to the penalties await- 
ing him on expiration of -his sen- 
tence here for various forgeries, 
he wishes to deny that he is the 
person for whom the above dis- 
patch is intended, but the peni- 
tentiary officials know that his 
real name is Bernestein and that 
he is the man. Money and lux- 
uries have come to him ia prison 
from time to time from people in 
New York city. 


RAISINS AND WINE. 
The Rescue. | 


A lady in Eldorado county, one 
of those who consider and labor 
for the welfare of others, has 
been studying the raisin business 
this season, and thinks that the 
question will ‘be speedily solved, 
of making it a much more profi- 
able mode of using grapes than 
selling them to the wineries. It 
affords admirable employment for 
children and the labor of the fam- 
liy adds as much value to 
the crop asthe crop would be 
worth for wine purposes, and in 
many instances two or three 
times as much. 

There should be more. effect 
made by temperance people to 
convince the grape-growers that 
it is a waste of grapes and money 
to make wine, besides all the de- 
moralization and crime arising 
out of it. The financial issue is| 
the only one that will prevail. If 
the wine business should send 
half the sons of the country to 
jail and still prove profitable to a 
pretty large class of people, it 
would be continued. But it is 
easy to prove that it don’t pay, 
except to one in a hundred and 
that one is generally ruined at 
last, or his family is. 

That a much better paying 
business than wine-making can 
be had by the vineyardist, has 
been made clearly evident. And 
it is singular that the press of 
California lives in such gb- 
ject fear of the dramshop inéer* 
est, that only three or four pa- 
pers in the State dare to state 
their belief that the wine interest 
is not the greatest source of 
wealth that we can look to. If 
our press was as loyal to the 
country and the State, as it is to 
the liquor interests, we should 
have some effurt made and com- 
mended to get a reduction of 
overland freights on the grape 
and fruit crop and inaugurate a 
truit traffic to the East, that 
would give this State and its 
fruit product a revenue and a pro- 
fit from fresh and dried fruit, in- 
cluding raisins, that would be 
ten times more than could ever 
be expected from the most suc- 
cessful wife and brandy interests 

Making use only of the alco- 
hol derived from the rotten offal 
of the grape and wasting all its 
useful substances is exactly on a 
par with the old Mexican econ- 
omy of raising cattle to sell the 
hides and horns and let the beef 
rot. It is an exactly parallel 
case of sinful and monstrously’

THE OLD INDEPENDENCE.

In 1851, thirty-three years 
ago, on March 15th, the old In- 
dependence sailed out of San 
Juan harbor, with 800 passen- 
gers stowed awayin hey battered, 
dangerous, old hulk* I had 
crossed the Isthmus by what was 
then known as the Nicaragua 
route from Greytown to Nicara 
gua Lake, and thence to the 
Pacific, journeying up the San 
Juan river on its alternate, slug- 
gish, sullen tide, or foamin: 
‘rapids, shut in by miles’ of 
dense, unbroken forest, so high 
aad thick as to preclud: all 
possibility of viewing anything 
but a narrow lane of water. 
There was-a transfer of pass- 
engers from steamer to steamer. 
at the Castilian Rapids formed 
by tons of boulders thrown in- 
to the river, to prevent the ap- 
proach of an enemy, a feat ac- 
complished by the Spaniards 
somewWhere in the dim past—cen- 
turies ago. 

San Juan was .a miserable 
collection of huts on the beach, 
girt in by low ragged hills. 
rainy season was just over, and 
consequently the appearance of 
the country was bright and bear- 
tiful. The days were warm 
and clear, tempered by the gen- 
tlest breeze from the glassy sur- 
face of the Pacific. The Inde- 
pendence was a_ long, narrow 
steamer, pressed into service dur- 
inz those golden years when 
theusands of emigrants crossed 
the Isthmus every month. She 
had been a condemned hulk. 
and had been in use on that 
line but ashort time. She lay 
off shore a mile or so, and to 
us weary travelers her white 
decks, clean staterooms, ani 
spruce. neat appearance, cramped 
ill-ventilated though her 
cabins were, appeared jeculiar- 
“ly inviting. The passengers 
rapidly crowded on from Pana- 
ma, New Orleans and New 
York, until the sum _ total 
amounted to 800 souls. : 

Our Captain was a rough sea- 
man, witn a bushy beard, a 
bright. black eye, and barn-cdoor 
shoulders, bluff and brief with 


his passengers, exact with his 
crew, ‘and possessed of a very 
proper sénse of his own dignity. 


The after-part of the deck 
was railed off by bgush, which 


formed the indigestible food of 


the beef destined for slaughter 
on the trip. I remember up- 
on arriving on board, my nos- 
trils were greeted with a de 
lighttul odor diss&minated 
throughout the ship, and pecn- 
liarly strong in the cabin. *[ 
afterwards discovered it eman- 
ated from a monstrous pineap- 
vle: which left its trace behind 
it in the cabin, in that powerfu! 
perfume, days after its fortunate 
owner had eaten it. The days 
were warm and fair, and a bri-k 
wind stirred-tke sails of the slow- 
ly-moving steamer. The sunsets 
and sunrises were gorgeous affiirs. 
‘and when the moon slowly rose. 
casting a silver riband of light 
on the lapping waves, we were 
content to forget the groaning. 
creaking hull and its endangered 
human freight. half of whom 
blindly depended on the Cap- 
tain and the other half scanned 
the newspapers exchanged with 
the south-bound steamer, and 
which contained an account of 
the wreck of the North Amer 
ica, a new steamer which had 
just preceded the Independence. 
They shook their heads sol- 
emnly, looked to the four corners 
of heaven, and declared that in a 
fortnight we would join the 
North America in the mysterious 
subsequently. Of course, there 
were some wise ones who thought 
not at all. There always is in 
a crowd. The North—America 
had sunk on the rngged Mexican 
coast, south of Acapulco. Some 
sav she was scuttled for a high 
price, for the benefit of some of 
the rival companies. But this 
is not known to be_the truth. 
Her 1,000 passengers made the 
best.of their way to Acapnico. 
Some settled in Mexico, sorfle 
bought berths in a north-bound 
sloop, smack or. stenmer, or any- 
thing that wonld float to ’Fris- 
co andsome, too poor to buy a 
second passage, or too adventur- 
ous to leave the trackless Sonora 
wilderness uninvaded, started on 
foot to reach that longed. for 
goal. It is unnecessary to say 
they never succeeded. 

The passengers of the Inde- 
pendence were a mixed, motley 
crowd. The green, uncouth 
westerner whose sneccess de 

nced whollv upon his keen wlt 
and level head. but little aided by 
the scant knowledye gained in the 
district school during the winter 
months, the educated New Eng- 
lander, who went to San Francis- 
co to be her greatest banker in 
the future. at least her zreatest 
mavor. Refined, Eastern la- 
dies, who emigrated to Califor 
nia through a sense of duty to 
join their husbands, though their 
‘hearts and hopes lingered in the 
far East. Modest, retiring sew- 
ing-girls who had pinched, and 
faved, and starved in a New 
York flat. gathering penmes that 
were to take them across the 
ocean to the much talked of and 
little known land of gold. And

determination were rewarded in | 


variuus ways. Some are rich, 
respected women of fashion to- 
day; some are old, toil-worn 
women, who have seen the rise 
and fall of a dozen fortunes, and 
who, to-day, fare worse than when

ment. * But the majority lie un- 
der the cypress trees of Lone 
Mountain, and yet thirty-three 
years ago they all stood at the 
hottom round of the ladder forti- 
fied with youth, hope and en- 
ergy. | 


Curiosity-seekers and idle 
travelers abounded. There were 
many men whose reputations 


were at stake back in the States, 
and whose families depended on 
their first successful stroke in 
California. But the majority of 
the passengers, they who crowded 
the steerage and leaning over the 
railing, gazed in listless apathy 
at the waters, were men and 
women who were going to Cal 
ifornia, 
and where they would go, when 
there, they had not the remotest 
idea. They were going to Cali- 
fornia, and that was all they 
could tell you. Of these eight 
hundred lives many have budded, 
some have bloomed, and more 
have decayed; some have risen, 
and some have fallen, but few 
are left who can look back to 
the time when they paced the 
decks of the old Independence,in 
the moonlight so many, many 
years ago. 

Before we reached Acapulco 
our spirits were damped and we 
were much saddened by three 
deaths. The first was the result 
of an accident. A man had fall- 
en down the hatchway, injured 
his spine, and after lingering 
four or five days, speechless and 
motionless, he died. Poor fellow! 
He had been intoxicated at the 
time of the occurrence, and when 
he came into full possession of 
his faculties, it was very pitiful 
to look into the monrnful, intel- 
ligent eyes, that wandered plead- 
ingly from face {o face in the 
crowded cabin. The other two 
were fever patients. They were 
consigned to the deep in a me- 
chanical manner. We saw the 
‘two white rolls of canvas” go 
pinnging downward through the 


churned the waves to fam, and 
by the time the steamer was fair- 
ly under way, the dead were near- 
ly forgotten. The awe and melan- 
choly that had seized npon us was 
but momentary, and vanished 
when we hailed with delight the 
rugged cliffs and violet peaks 
that shut Acapulco away from 
the rest of the Mexican world, on 
the lonely barren coast. 

Acapulco was then a_ long. 
etrageling town with the church 
erected at the north end. It dif- 
fered from no other adobe, tile- 
roofed, bell-be-dangled be- 
jangled place of worship, many 
of are found alone the 
coasts. The fat priests, the di- 
lapidated bunt very practical men- 
dicants and the usual number of 
devotees crowded the wide aisle 
of the dark interior lighted only 
by the altar candles and the 
small square windows eut in the 
wall near the ceiling 2) or 25 
feet from the floor. The grave- 
vard was very ragged, while the 
apartments of the holy brother- 
hood were scrupulously neat and 
clean. The plaza appeared 
about as all plazas do, but. the 
plan of » Mexican town excited 
some comment and nota little 
eriticism among the passengers. 
There was just one principal 
street, narrow and dirty, hedged 
in by adobe houses, unwhite- 
washed for the most part, with 
oertilla-thatched roofs and 
floors, and here and there e 
glaring white walls of some more 
pretent ous casa, the abode of 
the alcalde, the commandan’‘, or 
some other official personage. 
struck disagreeably on the eye. 
There were low doorways, narrow 
porches, and wide windows in 
at least on? of which the olla, 
‘almost a household godin Mex- 
ico, was suspended, filled to the 
neck with clear, cold water. The 
day was warm, and consequent- 
ly. after ten o’clock, few of the 
inhabitants were visible. The 
chief attractions that drew us 
ashore were the fruits and the 
sensational story of a ship or 
part of a ship supposed to be ly- 
ing on the high hills of Acapnl- 
co. I did not visit it myself, but 
heard from several parties that 
the remains of a’ boat really did 
exist on some promontory behind 
the town.. 7 


About 290 of the wrecked 
North America’s passengers still 
lingered at Acapulco, and our 
Captain determined to carry 
them to San Francisco. His in- 
tention created much indignation 
on ship-board,and one officions 
Yankee organized himself leader 
of the indignation meeting, in 
other words, wrote ont a long 
declaration, and assembling the 
passengers, read it aloud to them, 
and enlisted many on his side, 
who thought, and not unreason- 
ably, that the Captain was en 
dangering the lives of a thous- 
and by. accommodating 
hundred. About sundown the 
Captain returned from shore in 
his lighter. He scented tronble 
and on coming aboard was im- 
mediately infermed of what oc- 
curred. He came on deck where 
the crowd was still congrega- 
ted, and strode down ameng 
them like a whirlwind. He 
buttoned up his coat, folded his 
arms, and thundered out that 
ie was master of the ship and 
as such should act as it pleased 
him. The mutiny was quelled 
that instant. The two hundred 
‘rowded on, the Independence 
hoisted her flag and away we 
went, “packed like herrings in a 
barrel,” so to speak. The 
next morning the chief malcon- 
'ent-was sternly ordered from the 
Captain’s table by that lordly 
ruler -himself, and cémaanded 
never to show his face there

By sunset . we had 
crossed the bar, and dropped an- 
chor in the harbor, the golden 
light falling on the distant pur- 
ple hills, and gilding the deep 
blue waves of the broad magnif- 
icent bay. | 

Montgomery was then Front 
street, and around it clusteres 
hundreds of ships. A few sub- 
stantia! houses had gone up, 
banks, hote!s, and wholesale es- 
tablishments, but San Francisco 
then consisted of a most in- 
congruous conglomeration of 
houses, the tent, the mud _ hut, 
the neat frame house,. shipped 
around the horn, all crowding 
each other. After the fire of 
"52 the buildings assumed a 
higher tone, but when we arrived 


most comfortable home. The 
next day the Independence un- 
loaded the crowd she had borne 
fora month. Most of the ar- 
rivals started immediately for 
the mines, quite a number re- 
mained in San Francisco, and a 
few pushed south to San Jose 
valley, where two years later 
the settlers raised tons of pota- 
toes and tomatoes and thous- 
ands of bushels of grain. In 
L851 San Jose was a trackless 
waste of rich soil, swamped and 
lost in wild oats, burr clover and 
mustard stalks, the latter leaping 
to the height of six and eight 
teet, while the surrounding hills 
teemed with the wild cattle of 
the chief Dons of Northern Cali- 
fornia, Don Jesus Vallejo and 
Don William Castro. : 

It was in 1853 that the Inde- 
nendence met her fate. On the 
southward trip with several hun- 
dred passengers aboard, one night 
beyond Acapulco she caught fire. 
The flames rapidly spread lap- 
ping up greedily the dry, decay- 
ing wood-work. In a moment 
the fire was beyond control, and 
each one thonght only of his 
owr safety. The crew took pos- 
session of the boats, and de 
spite the Captain’s repeate 1 com- 
mand, lowered them, and with a 
few passengers made for land, 
Maedalena Island, a barren spot, 
a mile or so distant. The Cap- 
tain pluckily stuck to his boat 
and directed the panic-stricken 
crowd as best he could; if such a 
thing were at all possible. Find- 
ing no other way to escape from 
fire than by drowning in water, 
all ahandoned the ship. When 
the fire had burned to the water- 
line the bow of the vessel sank, 
the stern shot up. and in a few 
moments more. just. as the last 
person had betaken himself to 
water, she blew up and sank im- 
mediately, no doubt engulfing 
many with her. Some expert 
swimmers, brave, cool-headed 
men. saved many lives that night; 
the boats did some work, and 
many were floated to land on 
spars, planks.life preservers, etc., 
hit nevertheless, over 150 per- 
sons were drowned. After many 
davs two vessels appeared near 
Island saw the signals of distress 
and took the unfortunates to 
their respective ports, one to the 
Sandwich Isles, the other to 
San Francisco. The survivers of 
the catastrophe were treated with 
creat kindness and care at each 
port, and the old Independence 
faded from memory as its tim- 
bers rotted on the harren shore 
of Magdalena Island.

“Ten days or two weeks of 
such feeding will put fowls in 
prime condition for market, i.e., 
if they are in decent order to be- 
gin with ; but if they have been 
summer, no 
amount of extra feeding will ever 
make them as good for table use 
as the towls that have been well 
kept all their lives. The best 
market turkeys I ever saw were 
well fed from the time they were 


jtwenty hours old. For the last 


month they were fed three times 
daily—cooked vegetables and meal 
at morning and nooa, and corn 
at night. They had all they 
would eat up clean each, time, 
but no feed was left in their feed- 
ing places. They had free range, 
but I don’t think they ever went 
ten rods from the buildings. 
When kilted they. were between 
six and seven months of age, and 
the dressed weight of the eighty 
was 1,286 pounds.” 

Reasonable objection is made 
to confining in close, dark pens ; 
give light and comfortable room 
for exercise, even if this humane 
treatment renders necessary the 
use of a handful more of feed : 

“Twice we tried fattening tur- 
keys in pens in a barn cellar 
where it was only light enough to 
enable the fowls to see and eat ; 
the cellar was dry and warm, 
food and drink were kept in the 
pens all the time, but those tur- 
keys would only eat just enough 
to keep from starvation, and they 
actually weighed less after three 
weeks of confinement than they 
did when we shut them up. I 
happened to know half a dozen 
other people who tried the same 
thing with the same result.” 

Mr. D. W. Lewis takes up the 
subject from the commercial point 
of view, and in a recent circular 
reminds farmers of the requisites 
for securing highest prices in the 
New York market : 

‘* Fowls should not be fed for 
twenty-four hours before killing, 
as food in the crop is liable to 
sour and injure its sale. Bieeding 


in the mouth is the best mode of 


killing. Heads and feet should 
be lett on. In dressing, the water 
should be as near the boiling 
point as possible, without actually 
boiling. Dip the bird into the 
water three times, holding it by 
the legs. The feathers must be 
then quickly and thoroughly re- 
moved, without breaking the skin. 
Then dip into boiling water two 
seconds, and immediately after- 
ward into cold water the same 
length of time. Wet dressed 
poultry is generally preferred up 
to Thanksgiving, after which time 
dry vicked has the~ preference. 
Small fat turkeys sell best the 
season through, except at Thanks- 
giving and Christmas, when large, 
dry picked birds only are wanted. 
Geese sell best at Christmas.” 


Don't Sell That Mule. 
WasuHineTon, D. C., Oct. 26.—- 
On the Ist of August last, Sec- 
retary Lincoin issued a general 


order reducing the means of 


transportation at all the military 
posts of the army, and ordered 
that all animals whose services 


could be dispensed with be sold. 
Under this order, a mule—a cele- 
brated mule, as appears below—— 
would have been put up at auc- 
tion and sold -to the highest 
bidder but for the interference of 
the officers at the post where the 
mule is stationed. The following 
letter from First Lieut. William 
A. Kabbe, brevet major com- 
manding at Fort Vernon bar- 
racks, Alabama, explains the 
identity of that famous mule : 

There is a white mule at this 
post called Mexique, ordered soid 
on Oct. 10th., as surplus under 
recent orders. He is forty-five 
years old, and has a continuous 
and undoubted record in the 
United States service from and 
including the Mexican war. He 
was many years in Tampa, and is 
well known to many officers of 
the army. The officers here will 
purchase him at the sale, and 
will continue to care for him as 
long as they remain. I suggest, 
however, that Mexique’s future 
will not be positively secured by 
this action, and write to request 
that if possible the quartermas- 
ter’s department receive him as a 
gift from his purchasers, and that 
authority be granted to retain 
him at his post. The question 
of his care and food is not im- 
portant. He eats very little, and 
is content to stand with much 
dignity in the shade and seem- 
ingly ponder on the past. 

This letter was received by 
Gen. Holabird, quartermaster- 
general of the army, who for- 
warded it to the adjutant-general. 
That officer sent the letter 
through the routine rounds, and 
when it reached Secretary Lin- 
coln there were eleven indorse- 
ments of “Don’t sell the mule” 
upon it. The following protest 
against the sale of the mule 
comes from Gen. Wm. Tecum- 
seh Sherman: .

In this way I have be- 


with the mountaineers of the 
Chilhowee and Smecky Ranges, 
and am sure that readers of 
the Press will be interested in 
a faithful description of this pur- 
ticular people, who are, however, 
in nowise zealous of good works 
nor of any kind of works since 
the government has broken np 
the illicit distillers in their moun- 
tain gorges. They are classed 
in the South as “poor white 
trash.” Everywhere they are 
the same people, possessing the 
same marked characteristics, 
speaking the same dialect and 
living on the same low grade of 
civilization. People of the same 
sort are found in various parts of 
Maryland, Virginia, the two Car- 
olinas und Georgia. In all 
these regions they hold a social 
grade below that of the negroes. 


The men of these mountain 
slopes are tall, loose-jointed, and 
walk with long, swinging strides; 
they have a lazy, do-nothing and 
care-for-nothing air in both speech 
and movement. Most of them 
vo barefooted—at least in the 
summer months—and wear very 
tight-fitting linsey-woolen trous- 
ers, dyed brown with the bark 
of the walnut. They have no 
suspenders, and very few of them 
wear coats of any kind. Their 
shirts are made of a coarse, cot- 
ton material, and are generally 
so dirty that it is impossible to 
tell the original color. Most 
of them wear slouched wool hats 
that look as if they had seen 
many years of hard service, some 
few having home-made hats of 
plated rye straw. Almost every 
man seen on the road had a long, 
rustic-looking rifle on his 
shoulder, an ox-horn powder 
flask and a cow-skin shout pouch 
swung around his neck. 

The women are in keeping 
with the men. Their dress is 
made .of the same material, only 
a shade lighter in color. There 


their garments and the skirts are 
most economica!ly narrow, and 
never so long as to suggest the 
idea of a trail; consequently their 


_|large, wide-spreading feet are ex- 
| posed at every step. They wear 


a kind of sun-bonnet of the 
same material as their dress, 
shapeless, 
around their browa and _ sallow 
faces. 

The young girls are so dirty 
that, if they have any personal 
beauty, it is covered. In early 
life the teeth are discolored and 
decayed doubtless, by their con- 
stant use of tobavco. Men, wo- 
men and children chew the weed 
incessantly, and also smoke and 
use snuff. Spitting with these 
people is not unly a habbit, it is 
a pastime. By long practice 
they have acquired a surprising 
skill in emitting tobacco juice 
from between their teeth, sending 
it with a peculiar hissing sound 
to a distance of nine or ten 
feet, always aiming it at some 
object directly in front of them, 
and seldom failing to hit it. 
They can spit at long range with 
the same precision with which 
they shoot, being as sure to hit 
the mark at ten teet with tobac- 
co juice as they are to bring 
dewn the squirrel from the 
top of the tallest tree with their 
unerring rifle. The two highest 
accomplishments with the men 
are to be able to shoot and spit 


| well, and men and women both 


actually hold spitting matches. 
Between the Chilhowee and 
Smoky Mountains there 1s a pic- 
turesque valley, about six miles 
in length and of a varying width 
of from a few hundred yards to 
almost a mile. Some beautiful 
streams come leaping and laugh- 
ing down the mountain sides, 
forming a creek which rushes 
through the valley with sufficient 
strength to turn a mill. The soil 
is rich, and would yield abundant 
crops if properly cultivated, but 
the cultivation is of the most 
primitive and thriftless kind The 
pole and brush inclosures around 
the little farms can hardly be 
called fences. The valley was 
first settled more than a hundred 
vears ago, and there is not yet in 
it a house worth fifty dollars. 
The men are a thriftless and 
do-nothing set; who wander about 
over the woods with long rifles 
on their shoulders, and yet they 
told me that all game had long 
ago disappeared except squirrels, 
“and” added: one, ‘“‘they is 
moighty scarce.”

One of the most extraordinary 
of the many disturbances of the 
earth’s crust which have occurred 
during the last two or three years 
is the sinking of the mountain of 
The moun- 
tain, which is or was about twice 
as high as the Crow’s Nest on 
the Hudson, is said to be gradu- 
ally descending into the bosom of 
the earth, a deep excavation 
being formed all around it as it 
There are several in- 
stances on record of volcanic 
mountains having risen out of the 
earth or sea, and a few of moun- 
tains which have sunk into. the 
‘he Japanese have a 
legend that the great volcanic 
peak of Fusiyama rose suddenly 
out of the earth, and it is known 
that in 1759 the volcano of 
Jurulio, in Mexico, rose in one 
night out of a cultivated plain. 
In 1881 there was a similar oc- 
currence in San Salvador, a vol- 
cavic hill rising suddenly out ot 
the middle of the Lake of Llop- 
But in these cases the 
phenomena of the rising moun- 
tains were accompanied by earth- 
quakes and volcanic eruptions. 
So the recent disappearance of 
volcanic islands and the thrusting 
up through the bottom of the 
sea of sixteen new volcanoes near 
Java, were the accompaniments 
of a great convulsion of the earth’s 
But the sinking of the 
Algerian mountain, it appears, 1s 
not attended by earthquakes, and 
is not the result of a volcanic 
eruption. The subterranean props 
of the mountain seem to have 
given way under its weight, and 
it is subsiding into the ground.

We accounted for the fine growth, etc., by 
the fact that they showed the bestof cultiva- 
tion and attention; and on the same vround we 
give it ag our theory that the citrus stock was 
free from scale and smut. Mr, &tewert coin- 
cided with this opinion. The beds of pepper 
trees were uausua:ly fine, and as Mr. Stewart 
is noted for his pepper trees, it would be a 
waete of words to say moreof thent. Deciduous 
trees are also grown, and will be furnished to 
buyers in quantities to suit. 

Mr Stewart's success is worthy of emula- 
tion, and the secretis good soil to start with, 
and then good stock, properly cultivated and 
attended.
